Wo have always bean under tho im- 
pression hitherto, that if our Government 
never originated anything towards the 
development or advantage of tho Colony, 
they were at any rate not opposed to 
such action when emanating from 60me 
other source. In plain terms, though too 
indolent themselves, they had no objec- 
tions to somo one doing it for them 
This idea appears to have been erroneous. 
Not only will tho Govornmont not do 
auything of themselves, but they object 
to anyone elso taking tho initiative 
How long will the people of this Colony 
submit to such treatment at tho hands of 
officers whom they pay han Isomo salaries 
under the impression that they are paying 
for services rendered for the public bone- 
fit. Wo have only to refer our readers 
to tho letter of Messrs. Reynol s and 
Lakin, and the official reply, to convince 
tho most sceptical that our Government 
is a real obstruction, and that it is incum- 
bent on our citizens to tako the matter 
into their own hands if they desire 
to preserve ihemselvoB trom uttor 
annihilation. What will this Colony 
ever be worth without population ? 
Has the Governmont over done any* 
thing towards tho settling up of tho 
country 7 Has it not on every oooasion 
endoavored, on tho contrary, to throw 
every obstacle in tho way ? How 
about female immigration '( After tho 
resolution expressing tho opinion of 
the Counoil that such a moasuro was 
necessary and advisablo had beon car- 
ried unanimously through tho Council, 
backed by tho opinion of the entiro 
population outBido, what did our in- 
telligent Govornmont suggest ? To 
send tho recommendation homo for 
the approval of tho Imporial Govern- 
ment 1 ! 1 Can any other conclusion bo 
arrived at than that that proposition 
•was another way of putting u veto on 
the measure? And dees anybody 
think that the Government would 
have given way if it had not been for 
the decided expression in whioh this 
underhanded way of betraying tho 
the interests of tho Colony was at- 
tempted to be carried out, thus making 
expediency the arbiter in thocaao? 
What have Reynolds and Lakin done 
that they may not serve their fellow 
Colonists and settlo on tho public 
lands ? They have done for years and 
were trying to do now what the Gov« 
ernment, at loast tho present Govern- 
ment, has consistently opposed — the 
settlement and development of the 
Colony. If some enthusiastio admirer 
of Government circumlocution aud tho 
art of " how not to do it " requires to 
bo rewarded for his fidelity, an explo- 
ration party is immediately got up, 
that a surface may be put on such ma!« 
appropriation of public money; but 
great care seems to bo always takon 
that tho protended exploration shall 
result in nothing If, howover, any 
real explorer, conscientiously believing 
that he can, and earnestly desiring to 
benefit tho publio, offers his services, 
he is immediately snubbed and "put 
down" so as to secure consistency to 
this mockery of government. What 
did these mou require in their effort 
to open up the country/ Six hundred and 
twenty-live dollars and a bit of land that 
they would pay for out of their wages. 
What do our Faithful Officials require to 
compensate them for building residences 
that nobody aBked them to build, in order 
that they may be able to erect new ones 
in this city commensurate with tho impor- 
tance of their valuable services to the 
people of this Colony, and that they may 
do justice to the salaries they get out of 
tho peoples earnings, and enjoy them to 
the utmoste. Tho only particular about 
which wo feel any curiosity is, :is to 
what length of time the Colonists will 
continue to allow anything so subversive 
of thoir interests as the present system of 
Government to exist without at least 
rcmonstruting against, its continuance. 

Thk slough of dospond into whioh 
mismanagement has thrown us, ap- 
pears to havo oxorted its malevolent 
in.fluonce on tho onorgios of our peo- 
ple, so that thoy sit supinely by and 
allow nliotis and strangors to lake from 
under thoir very noses theproduco of 
our fisheries, whioh would give em- 
ployment to hundreds n( hardy pooplo 
who follow that profitable occupation, 
and would enrich our commercial mo.'i 
to an oxtonl that no other investment 
of money would accomplish, in pro- 
portion to the outlay. A party of men, 
fitted out at an espouse not exceeding 
83,000 to $4,000, iu capable of procu- 
ring oil giving a nott profit of ton times 
that amount; bui supposing tiia average sue- 
■0039 Rives only four to rivu hundred per cent 
whore on earth can Bach a return for so 
email an iturestmoot bo realized? This nutt 
ia bo palpable that tho keen olfactor/ Dorves 



of our ueiubborB of the Bay City havo been 
alieoted by it ; and nevertheless, UDlil we ab- 
solutely see ihem at work making use of our 
own bays aud harbors to run their fiah into 
and prepare thi ir oil, ii is quite imperceptible 
to us that they hare been gradually creeping 
up here for years, having exhausted their 
owu water* of tieh. What are our peopla 
doius ? Dues tl'in millstone of u UoYarn- 
uiocf; that banga around the cooks of the peo- 
plo of this Colouy render them inert 7 Or 
aro they so demoralized with subroieeion to 
what ia so marifeatly injuat that all traces of 
energy have left thorn? We only know 
that any otbor peoplo in the world would 
have explored each ready sources of wealth 
and turned them to account long ere now, 
and net have allowed strangers who would not 
expend a cent wiih us if they could positively 
avoid it, carry oil the treasure that belongs 
of tight 'o our citisens, We ask our people, 
for the sake of tho young who aro rising up 
around ua, to awake; lot them shake oO lb ia fa- 
tal lethargy that is gradually sinking tbein lower 
than Russian serfs; that is depriving them of a 
oouifortuble provision for their familios, and, 
what is worBe than all, 'their own self respoct. 
In a few years, between the parties already 
in operation, and the adventurers in oourso 
cf fit iogom, all on San Francisco account, 
wo shall not have u whale left in our waters; 
und the millions of dollars resulting from the 
pursuit goDe to enrich our neighbors, aud 
rival, who for so many yeara have been ab- 
sorbing all we can gather here by dint ol 
indomitable perseverance, in consequonoo of 
oar worsj than wat.t of Governmont. The 
days of forbearanco aro past. The cilizsns 
must nojonger ho allowed to wander uncarod 
for like s'lenp without a shepherd.

The Importance of our Wbale Fisher- 
ies to Victoria. 



Editok BitiTisu Colonist, — Among the 
many sources of wealth in this Colony the 
dev. lopmeDt ot which is awaiting the energy 
and industruy ol our colonists, there is not 
one, whether it be coal, lumber, mioerol or 
agriculture, that demands our immodiate at- 
tention more emphatically than do the 
whulo fisheries of our Coast, It is a fact 
now placed beyond dispute, tbat the Gulf of 
Georgia, Queen Charlotte's Sound, Barclay's 
Sound, and, in short, every bay and inlet on 
our coast, ia at aomo season of the year liter- 
ally alive with hump-back whale. Mr. 
Dawson of Ssanich, in the face of obstacles, 
which would have deterred mcsl vaeo, and 
with a perseverance worthy of all praise, 
has succeeded in placing beyond a denbt the 
fact that hump-back wbalo can be killed 
not only iu sufficient quantities to pay, but, 
to pay well. If one oompany. groping about 
enveloped in the fog of laBt summer, and al- 
together, contending with the most adverse 
circumstances, succeeded in killiog eight 
whales with one boat, tbat of itself is the 
moat convincing proof that wbale fishing 
upon this coast, ondor ordinary ciroum- 
stauceB and properly managed, canuot fail to 
prove highly remunerative. Shore whale 
fisheries upon tbo coast of Colifornia have 
for the laet fifteen years been a source of 
very considerable profit to every man en- 
gaged in them, The supplying of theao com- 
panies with all the necessary material, the 
buying and exporting of their oil has become 
quite a business in San Fraooiseo ; a business 
now divided among six or sevon houses. 
There are dow «omi twelve shore c ompanieB 
activoly engagad during the season upon 
the coast ol California; each company lower- 
ing from two to six boats ; these compar ies 
will average about 25 men each, and that 
along a stretch of coast ol something like 
450 milesi And beaidoa these ehore coma 
pantos, from tin to twenty vessels rnako a

trip there during the season. Say, 500 men 
are engaged every season upon the coast 
(liberies of California. If tbat number of 
men can find protitabli employment upou the 
coust ol California in catching whale, tbero 
is no doubt but live limes that number may 
find profitable employment for the noit ten 
years around our Islaud und along our coast, 
and for this reason : Tbo California whaling 
season lasts only about four months. They 
caich principally what aro called California 
greys, or Devil list), a whale which seems to 
be of a migratory character. Two months 
late in ibe full he got s Sjuth, which ie called 
the "down season." Two month" early in 
tho spring he comes North, which is called 
tbo "upBeaBon" During tlusa four months 
are caught almost all tho whales whioh are 
caught upon that coast. There is this dis- 
tinction between the coast fisberes of Cali- 
fornia and those ol our waters, and it ia an 
importiot ono : They Ban for California 
grey*, a migratory fish, which they only have 
four months out ol the twelve ; we fiah for 
hump-backa which we havo all tho year. 
It if now pretty well ascertained that hump- 
backs never leave our coast. They will 
frequent one hay at one souson, and anothor 
bay at another aeuaon ol the year ; but in tho 
Gulf of Georgia, for example, Humpbacks 
uro thete eveiy motifs in the year. As a 
matter course, in ordinary winteta, stormy 
weather would occasion a considerable loss 
of time; but I question if thore ia any other 
northern whale fishery in which so largo a 
poition of the yonr can he profitably employ- 
ed-. Although bump-buck will be tho princi- 
pal wbale hunted tor, yet there is no doubt 
ihut there will be found a lew right wbalo 
and occasionally a sperm whale, both of 
which are vory valuable. I said that if 
California can support five hundred raoa our 
coast will stippoit five limes that norabor. 
But, let ua at present reduce our anticipa- 
tions to something which seems to me to bo 
as certain as anything in the future can be 
coriain.i and that is, that within the next 
three years, whether Victoria dues it or not, 
ye will have at least twenty companies of 
twe.'^y men each, stretched around out coast. 
Tbi>! business will cf course bo a eourco ol 
cooeid/irobid profit to Victo.'ioj but it retts 
entirely with' ^urselvef, wlie.'. 1 ."" Victoria 
or San Fran.c fjco is to have lbs lionV sharp 
of tho pro i'j is. Hero ia u business, una w^-''*.' 
hat> puid in every part of {.liu world where it 
baa been prosecuted; si I .that wo have to do 
in to Hirotch out our hand aod grasp it, aud 
if Viotoriu fails to do that, San Francisco 
moat assuredly will, la fact tho hat nutuod 
city is already nibbling at it.

Victoria, B. 0., March 13th, 1869. 
May it pleaeo Your Excellency; Wo, tbe 
indersigoed miners, now residing in Vio- 
oria, and British-born subjects, beg to enb- 
mit to Your Excellency a plun by which wo 
bink we should bo enabled to explore and 
nospoct, search for, and develop in some 
measure the mineral resources of tbia exlen- 
liye colony. 

We bog to remind Your Excellency that 
hoagh thore has been two or three expodi- 
iona fitted out at Government expense 
Within the last three or four yeare, that their 
"ilure it not a proof positive ot the non- 
xistence of rich minerul deposits, either in 
.Unvial ground or in the matrix; in other, or 
iven the same, localities; that whilo we can 
"predate tbe services of the gentlumeu eu- 
jsged in these oxploiin^ parties in an aa- 
ronomical, geographical, and botanical point 
f view, we very much doubt whether either 
|or all these would attraol a population to our 
hores, but ratbor the discovery of the pre- 
ious and basir metals, which hos caused 
such a stream of human beings to flow to 
OoliforL'is, Australia, and Briiiih Columbia. 
We therefore lay before yon our plans of 
peratioos, and should fchej meet Your Ex- 
cellency's approval, wo promise to follow 
them up to the best of our abil ty.
